BLAZE IN MONTREAL 


Panic Stricken Dancers Jump 
For Their Lives. 


MANY 


Fire Broke Out In Basement—Social 
Reunion Was In Progress Upstairs 
—Was a Banquet of Death—Cut 

Off by Smoke—Man Has Back 
Broken—Expected That Some 
of the Others May Die. 


Montreal, June 1.—A_ sensational 
fire took place early yesterday morn- 
ing during the progress of a dance in 
a hall in the east end. A number of 
persons were compelled to jump from 
a third storey window, and eighteen 
of thom were more or less injured, 
some fatally. 

Arthur Duperreault, a butcher, has 
succumbed to the injuries sustained 
by jumping. It was about 3 o’clock 
whon the fire broke out, 

The hall is in the top floor of a 
‘ building, a few doors east of the City 
Hall, on Notre Dame Street, The fire 
started in the basement, the ground 
floor being occupied as a dry goods 
store by C. Marsolais. 

The crowd of dancers upstairs be- 
came panic-stricken by the rush of 
smoke and flame, and started jump- 
ing from the windows before the fire- 
men arrived. One man had both legs 
broken, and another his spine injur- 
ed. The firemen rescued many by 
means of ladders. The fire did not 
amount to much, and was quickly ex- 
tinguished. Many injured were taken 
to their homes for treatment, and it 
is difficult to ascertain the exact num- 
ber hurt.

seriously burned. The servants were 
awakened barely in time to jump from 
the windows of the upper storey, sev- 
eral of them being severely injured.

INJURED--ONE DEAD 


Six Hundred Rebels Are Slain 
By Imperial Troops. 


Rebels Are Well Fed and Organized 
But Poorly Armed—Were Accused of 
Being Pirates— Outbreak Is Not 
Anti-Foreign But Against the 
Dynasty—Amoy Not In Dan- 
ger—People Are Fleeing. 


Amoy, Qhina, June 3.—The centre 
of the present Chinese uprising is at 
Juan, 60 miles southwest of Amoy. 
The officials there arrested the lead- 
ers of an organization known as the 
White Fans, charging them falsely 
with being pirates. The prisoners 
escaped, collected their followers, kill- 
ed the prefect and other officials and 
held the local magistrate os a hos- 
tage. 

Imboldened by this success, 30,000 
rebels gathered and threatened Chao- 
chowfu. Troops were hurried from 
Canton and Fuchow, and engaged the 
rebels Saturday betweep Swatow and 
Amoy, with the result that 600 of the 
latter were killed. The Government 
loss is not known. The rebels with- 
drew, but were not dispersed, and 
are rapidly recruiting their forces. 

The correspondent here of the Asso- 
ciated Press is in a position to con- 
firm the statement that the outbreak 
is not anti-foreign, but anti-dynastic. 
The White Fans are a revolutionary 
organization, and are strong in South- 
ern Foukien. The movement has been 
growing steadily for 18 months. The 
leader is Soon Wen, who was educat- 
ed in Japan. The rebels are well- ; 
organized and well fed, but are badly 
armed, so the local troops refuse to 
attack them. 

The United States gunboat Helena 
is here. The outcome is uncertain, 
but Amoy is in no danger. On the 
other hand, Changchow, of which 
Amoy is the port, is in imminent dan- 
ger of being attacked by the rebels, 
and people are fleeing from there to 
Amoy. 


MADE FATAL MISTAKE. 


Young Mother Victim of Drunken 
Man’s Jealousy. 

Freeport, Hll., June 3.—Mrs. Edna 
Humelbagen, 19 years old, was shot 
to death yesterday by Herbert Spring- 
er, 18 years old, of Rockford, Dl, 
who chased Mrs. Humelbagen from 
her baby through a crowd in Ninth 
street, thinking she was a Rockford 
woman who had spurned him. Spring- 
er last night revived from an alcoholic 
stuport and raved over the fatal mis- 
take. 

Mrs. Humelbagen had been married 
only seventeen months, and was 
wheeling her six-months-old baby 
along Ninth street, on a shopping trip. 
As she stopped to re-arrange the in- 
fant in the cab, Springer stepped up 
and muttered a threat that caused | 
the young mother to retreat a few 
paces from the baby carriage.

WHITE FANS ARE LEADERS | WAS STRUCK BY LIGHTNING JUDGE® BOSSE THREATENED 


Anonymous * Writer Speaks of Citing 
Him Before Parliament—Journalist 
Fined Fifty Dollars and Costs for 

Contempt of Court—Jury Were 
Hopelessly Divided—Commis- 
sion May Be Appsinted. 


Quebec, June 3—The disagreement 
of the jury in the Asselin libel case 
Saturday and their immediate dis- 
missal by the judge was no surprise, 
for as the judge himself declared in 
addressing the jury, the case had as- 
sumed quite a political charaoter for 
some time past, or ever since the cor- 
respondence concerning subscriptions 
to an alleged electoral fund came out 
in evidence. e 

The Government and its friends 
elaim that the jury stood nine for 
conviction and three for acquittal. 
Asselin’s friends assume to know 
that the twelve jurymen were equally 
divided in opinion. The defence con- 
Sider the disagreement to be a success, 
and Asselin’s friends in court crowd- 
ed around him after the jury had been 
dismissed to shake hands and con- 
gratulate him. 

Sensational Incident. 

The most sensational incident of the 
day was the court’s statement that it 
had received threatening letters during 
the trial. Judge Bosse did not relate 
this fact to the jury, but only after 
th latter had retired to consider its 
verdict and when the judge proceeded 
to take up the role against Le Soleil 
newspaper for contempt of court in 
intervening in the case and attackmg 
Jawvers and witnesses. For this of 
fence Mr. Dhellencourt, the respon- 
sible editor, was fined $50, though his 
friends declared publicly, after the 
court adjourned, that Premier Gouin, 
Attorney-General, who was in court 
himself during the proceedings, had 
assured them that the fine would be 
puny edintaly) temitted by his depart- 
ment. 


Everybody Attacked. 

™ dealing with this case Jndge 
Bosse said that a regular tempest 
seemed to have blown over the city 
since the trial commenced. Everybody 
had been attacked, including lawyers 
and witnesses, and even the court it 
self, He had been threatened by an 
anonymous letter to be cited before 
Parliament and even to lose his pen- 
sion if he did not change his method 
of conducting the case. It might seem 
incredible, but it was true. 

The letter he received said: 

_ “We are in power at Quebee and 
in Ottawa, and if you do not change 
your attitude we will cite you be- 
fore Parliament and will make you 
lose both your salary and your pen- 
sion.” 

He explained that he had not read 
this before the jury because he did 
not wish it to influence them. 

No Chance For Agreement. 

The court spoke for an hour and a 
half and the jury, which retired at 
11.30, returned info court at 12.45 and 
declared they could not agree, even 
if locked up for a year. They were 
then discharged. The charge was a 
moderate one. The court expressed 
the belief that the case should never 
have come before it, but have gone to 
the civil courts. He had done his best 
to prevent it coming, but the crown 
had insisted. 

He declared that the evidence proy- 
ed neglect of the mining department 
by the Minister, though he was busy 
with colonization matters at the time 
and not perhaps personally to blame. 
Nevertheless the facts were proved. 
As for Mr. Turgeon his character was 
left intact, and there was no malver- 
sation against Mr. Prevost, either 
proven or charged. But there was no 
malice proved against Asselin by the 
Prosecution.

Ait a mumber of the cheese sales 
reported weekly the week’s make 13 
sold. Such cheese are shipped almost 
fimmesligitely ‘tof Montreal, where they 
are received as No. 1. The actiou 
pf those whbo, knowing the cheese 
¢o oe immature, sell, as well as 
those who receive such chetse, 
merits the strongest condemnation 
shan can ibe given to such a practice 
So lonz as jbuyers will acozpt deliv- 
ery of jgreen cheese and pay top 
ptices foc it, they will find salesmen 
ready to deliver. But a remedy foc 
his, thow shall it be obtuingd?

James Taushway was begun yeater- |

Mrs. William Major, © niece, heard 
Taushway say he was a disgrace to 
his friends and always would be s0- 
These words appeared to her to mean 
that he had committed suicide. 

Albert Taushway swore positively 
that the quilts were drawn up over 
the shoulders, and thought that his 
brother had met foul play. 

Thomas Taushway, another brother, 
told his story, and was pretty well 
questioned by Crown Attorney Ding- 
wall. He told about the same story 
as the others, except that he had 
seen Taushway drawing a _ large 
amount of money in bills. He thought 
that it was suicide, because deceased 
had told him that he would like to 
show the people that he had courage 
enough to blow ont his braiins. 

Dr. Porter created a sensation by 
swearing that it was impossible, as 
far as he knew, for deceased to kall 
himself in the position found. He had 
performed the postmortem, and 
thought death was instantaneous. 
Therefore, it was impossible for 
Taushway to pull the quilts up over 
his shoulder after the shot. The bul- 
let found in Taushway’s brain was 
placed in evidence. 

Dr. Ferrier was a little more em- 


phatic in his opinion regarding the 


case as murder. 


“That said James E. . Taushway 
came to his death by a bullet through 
his head from a revolver in the hands 


of some unknown person or personss.”” 


Jury was not unanimous. The vote 
was 14 in favor of a verdict of mur- 


der, and one opposed.

‘ Tornado and Cloudburst Unite In 
Doing Deadly Work. 


29 DEAD; SCORES INJURED 


Willage of Gradyville Almost Entirely 
Westroyed — Bridges Carried Away 
by Flood—Twenty-Nine Lives Lost 
— Property Damage Many 
Thousands of Dollars — Sleep- 
ing Town Was Struck. 


Chicago, June  10.—Twenty-nine 
known dead and forty persons injur- 
ed constitate the list of casualties re- 
sulting from sterms of wind and rain 
which swept over Southern Illinois 
and Indiana and Central Kentucky 
Saturday night and yesterday. These 
fatal visitations came in the shape of 
cloudbursts, high winds and electrical 
disturbances. The property damage is 
many thousands of dollars. Honses 
were swept away, bridges demolished 
and thousands of acres of growing 
crops destroyed. 

Gradyville was the worst sufferer, 
twenty-one persons being drowned on 
crushed by falling houses. . 

The disaster was due to the erratic 
behavior of Big Creek, which was al- 
ready swollen by recent rains. When 
the cloudburst precipitated 6 mcehes of 
rain in an hour on Gradyville and 
vicinity, the creek took a new course, 
with the force of a tidal wave. 

Inhabitants of Gradyville werenear- 
ly all in bed when the foammg waters 
struck the town carrying away six 
residences, a mill and a number of 
small houses. Nearly all the victims 
were drowned, but four were crushed’ 
by the collapse of dwellings. p 

Gradyville is a village of 17 in- 
habitants in Adair County, six miles 
from Columbia, sere miles from’ 
the nearest railroad station. 

At New Minden, DL, a tornado kill- 
ed fiye persons and injured six others. 

At York, IlL, three persons were: 
Killed and thirty injured by a tor- 
nado which descended on the towm 
Friday night. 

The. aiaem broke while most York 
people were at supper. Entire families: 
were buried in ruins of houses. The 
storm lasted less than 4 minutes. All’ 
outside communication was cut off 
until yesterday.

Every farmer in Ontario should raise 
printer wheat—as big a crop as his 
faim: will justi Ue should not oniy 
raise Ontario at, but he should 
make it a point to buy blended flour,

Mie money is made here =- ihe 
money should be spent here and kapt 
thers. 

Our women folk can help this cause 
along by using a_biended flour for 
oll tneir baking. The more they use, 
the greater wiil be the demaod for 
Ontario whcat. As this incre’ses, na- 
fura!ly the farmers will go in more 
.or wheat. Everybody will thus share 
in tho rejuvenation of a failing in- 
dvstry, and rejoice in the greater

The Hague, June 17,—The keynote 
by M. Nelidoff, on behalf of Russia, 
at the opening on Saturday of the sec- 
ond international peace conference, 
was a crushing blow to the pacifists. 
There was no mincing of words when 
he deprecated the idea of ultimate 
disarmament and the inauguration of 
a regime of universal peace was rele- 
gated to the limbo of dreams. 

M. Nelidoff described this idea as a 
“star floating far aboye this mundane 
sphere, to be always striven for but 
never attained. Nations, like individ- 
uals, he said, quite frankly, ‘‘are hu- 
man, and not the most perfect judi- 
cial system ever invented could put 
an end to strife and violence. 

“When honor and vital interests are 
at stake,” the speaker declared, “re- 
gardless of consequences, neither the 
former nor the latter will recognize 
any authority except personal judg- 
ment and personal feelings.” 

Stripped of its fine phrases, the 
speech of M. Nelidoff is considered a 
deliberate warning to the conference 
to keep down to the plane of the 
earth, to continue the work of the first 
conference in the direction of alleviat- 
ing the horrors of war and narrowing 
the chances of conflict by opening wid- 
er the door of arbitration and to aim 
toward ‘‘conciliation and- justice.,” 
but not to go further. The view that 
the powers should study the question 
of lightening military establishments 
with which the first conference con- 
cluded its labors was not even men- 
tioned. 

A friendly message was despatched 
to the Czar at the commencement of 
the proceedings. 


MAN SHOOTS HIS WIFE. 


Then Telephoned For the Police— 
A Buffalo Tragedy. 

Buffalo, N. Y., June 17—Frank E. 
Jackson walked up to the door of 
his house yesterday and rapped. Hia 
wife opened the door and Jackson 
stepped inside. Then he shot the 
woman three times and she fell dead 
at his feet. 

Locking the doors to the room in 

which the marder occurred, so his 
little children could not come upon 
their mother’s body, Jackson went 
to a neighbor’s house and telephen- 
ed to the police that there was trou- 
bie at his house. Then he walked 
out to meet the officers who were hur- 
Tied over, and gave himself up. 
, As Jackson was walking to the 
telephone from which he reported the 
killing to the police, he passed his 
'wife’s father. He bowed and contin- 
‘ued on his way as if nothing had 
happened.

Czar Issues Manlfesto—Coup 
d’etat Justified By Necessity. 


BREACH OF CONSTITUTION 


Ukase Sets Forth Reasons — Plot 
Against Emperor Said to Have Been 
Hatched—Demand for Exlusion of 
Democrats Turned Down—Re- 
fused to Condemn Terrorism 
—Newspapers Are Gagged. 


8t. Petersburg, June 17.—Emperor 
Nicholas yesterday morning affixed 
his signature to an imperial ukase 
abolishing the Douma and ordering 
that the election of members to ita 
successor, which was to meet Oct. 14, 
was to be held under the new election 
law, which provides against the “‘sub- 
mergence of the educated classes by 
the uneducated masses.” , 

This act constitutes a virtual coup 
d’etat and overrules the specific pro- 
visions of fundamental laws of the 
realm, solemnly proclaimed by His 
Majesty on the eve of the convoca- 
tion of the first Douma, without the 
consent of Parliament itself. 

This breach of the constitution is 
justified by the great law of necessity, 
the Emporor’s advisers holding it im= 
possible under present conditions to 
secure a Parliament capable of co- 
operating harmoniously with the 
crown to rescue Russia from anarchy 
and revolution. e 

The Reasons Why. 

The ukase is accompanied by w» 
manifesto setting forth the motives 
which led the Emperor to dissolve the 
Douma. 

His Majesty adverts to the Douma‘s: 
Tejection of temporary laws, its refu- 
sal to condemn terrorism, the delay 
in ratifying the budget, the open 
revolutionary spirit of a large portion 
of its members, the abuse of the right 
of interpellation, and finally, the fail- 
ure of the Douma to comply imme- 
diately with the demand for exclusion 
of the 55 Social Democrat members 
charged with conspiring against the 
present regime. 


CENSOR WILE BE BUSY. 


Russian Press Gagged — Criticism 
Means Going to Jail. 


St. Petersburg, June 17.—Active 
preparations for the dissolution of the 
Russian Douma included an order 
from Gen. Dracheffski, prefect oi St. 
Petersburg, addressed to the munici- 
pal press, announcing that the publi- 
cation of any article inimical to the 
Government will be considered a 
misdemeanor punishable by a fine of 
$1,500 and three months in jail. 

This is the most drastic measure 
proclaimed against the press since 
the days of the Black Reaction, and 
if it is enforced it will entail the 
suspension of every Liberal news- 
paper in St. Petersburg. The Social- 
ist Toyarisch has already thrown up 
the sponge, and did not attempt to 
appear Sunday morning, feeling that 
suppression was inevitable. 

Over 700 arrests were made in St. 
Petersburg Saturday. 


CRIMINAL USED CLUB. 


Resisted Capture and Compelled Po 
liceman to Use Revolver. 


Bowmanyille, June 17.—Chief of Po- 
lice Richard Jarvis had a lively time 
Saturday when he went out to arrest 
William Thompson, a Dane in Darl- 
ington. 

The charge against Thompson was 
that he stole an overcoat, pair of 
pants and a bicyele from John Mc 
Cullach, Kilmarnock town line, be- 
tween Durham and Ontario. 

Thompson engaged at Walter @rid- 
erman’s farm, but the chief arrived 
there shortly after. The former saw 
the officer come to the farm and hid 
in some straw, protecting himself 
with a club. 

Jarvis, however, was armed and it 
was fortunate for him, for he had to 
draw his revolver on Thompson be- 
fore he would surrender. 

Thompson has already served a 
term in Central prison. 


BAD BOATING FATALITY. 


Canoe Swept Over Saguenay Falls and 
All Inmates Perish. 


Quebec, June 17.—A few canoes All- 
ed with men working for GC.

Mr. GiOson 
‘brouzht the matter ap in the hope 
that the Government would) use the 
gower yested in if unden the tariff, 
either by order in coyncil or oiler 
wise, fo put a stop to such arranz 
ments. He argued tas the \renti 
men concerned had secured coal free 
oc duty, thus forcinz down the price 
of the itan produced by the gas com- 
panies who paid duty ‘oni [hein coal. 
By ithis monopoly, ‘they ask the Can- 
adian manufacturers of artjficial tar’ 
ita supply them with coal tar at from 
8Uc. fo $1.50 a barrel, whije the roof 
ers, carpenters, slaters and contric- 


itors who require ‘to use that tir 
have to buy it throuzh their azents 
at $3.50 to $4 al barrel.” 

This Cement was made by Hon. 
Gibson from documents in his 
hands. Then hg went on to say 
jthey, the contractors, cannot import 
felt paper because there is no duty 
upon it, and they, cannot ‘buy that 
poper from fhe maker, because he is 
the combination.

During this period the calf ig 
struggling to accustom itself to 
new surroundings and artificial coo- 
ditions, and any onnatural treat- 
iment al this tine wilt assuredly vive 
db @ setback from which it will bs 
slow to recover.

The Crystal Stream was an old New 
York sidewheeler, brought here five 
years ago to run on the St. Joho 
River and Washademoak Lake.

The stearner, which makes two 
trips o week, was lying on the west 
wharf at Cole’s Island, 50 miles from

Shortly after 1 o'clock fire was dis- 
covered on the upper deck. It had 
evidently cought in the hay from a . 
spark from the smokestack. With 
great rapidity it spread through the {

. light freight, and before the members 


of the crew could be awakened the 
whole steamer was in flames. 


Hemmed In Like Rats. 


Most of the men were sleeping in 
the lower deck below the freight, and 
were hemmed in by the fire like rata 
in a trap. As soon as those on the up- 
per decks were aroused they endea- 
vored, but without success, to ex- 
tinguish the flames, turning their at- 
tention also to those of their com- 
xades who were below decks. 

Strenuous efforts were put forth to 
rescue the men who were below, and 
it was not until the rescuers were un- 
able to approach even the side of the 
steamer that the task was given up. 

William Logan and Allan Logan, 
two brothers, belonging to Land’s 
End; Fred Smith of Shannon, Queen’s 
County, and a fourth man named 
Baxter, were burned to death, and 
yesterday morning their charred bod- 
ies were found in the ruins. 

Engineer Wentworth Roberts and 
the stewardess, Mrs. Chase, both be- 
longing to St. John, were quite seri- 
ously burned, while Capt. Mabee and 
other members of the crew sustained 
painful injuries. Herbert McAlary, 
the mate, and H. P. Belyea, the pur- 
ser, were also badly burned. 

The steamer cost $22,500 and is in- 
sured for half her value.

Man ‘Kills Wife and Three Children, 
Then Suicides.

John Pollo, 
sub-foreman, undertook to give the 
alarm, and fell from a ladder, break- 
ing his arm, and injuring his back.
